Chart No. 3 may be studied to advantage. It 
reads: 

Azure Sky, 
Refrigerator, 


Daffodile’s Glow, 
Sorrel Horse. 


And so forth. All poets are cordially invited 
to come in and try the scheme. ‘Take the ele- 
vator. It may fall some day.—Chicago Tribune.
